WASHIKGTON, Sept. 27.—In theSchley 


court of inquiry today a letter was pre 
seated by Admiral Sampson, asking per

The principal witnesses of the duy 


were Lieut. Hood, who commanded the 
dispatch boat Hawk during the Spuuish 
war, anil Oapt. Bowman H. McOallu, 
who was in c.ommind of the Marble 
lead. 
The testimony of both dealt 


with the delivery of the despatches 
rrom Admiral Sampson to Commodore 
Bohley, and both related conversations 
with the latter. 


Captain McOalla described in detail 


his part in arranging a code of signals 
with the Cuban insurgents and his com 
munications with them near Cienfuegos 
on May 24th, 1898, when it was learned 
definitely that Cervera was not in the 
harbor there. He said that Captain 
Chad wick, who was Admiral Sampson's 
chief of staff, was the only person at 
Key West to whom he had communi 
cated these signal codes. He said it 
was a secret code, arranged by himself, 
and he did not wish any publicity 
given to it because the Cubans thereby 
might be betrayed. Captain McCalla 
told of bis return to Cieufuegus on the 
24th of May with the despatches of Ad 
miral Schley and of the delivery ot 
them on the Brooklyn. He also told 
Schley that when he left Key West it 
was reported authoritatively that the 
Spanish fleet was still at Santiago 
Commodore Sohley said he believed the 
squadron to be in Cienfnegos 
Wit 


ness told Schley that he bad brought 
arms, ammunition and dynamite for 
the Cuban camp and that with his con 
consent he would find out at onco 
whether they were in Cienfuegos. Cap 
tain McOalla then related how he had 
gone ashore and found the Cubaoi' 
drawn up in line and had given them 
food and ammunition. He also found 
that Cervera was not in the harbor. 
Considering this important information 
he had sent it at once to Commodore 
Sohley by the Eagle, as she was a faster 
boat than the Marblehead. and he fol 
lowed a few hours later on the latter 
vessel.

She Learns In a Tank. 


This summer's girl will know how to 
rim If one may Judge by the number 


young women to be found in the 


irkish bath tanks at unnaturally 
rly hours in the morning practicing 
ncy strokes or sometimes taking les- 
ns from an attendant. 
Oddly enough, these girls say they 
am more quickly In the tanks than at 
e tegular swimming schools. At the 
nbols most of the teachers use cork 
wits or trolley belts, and for some rea- 
n or other women fail to gain conli- 
:nce while they have these artificial 
Ipports. 
"I-don't believe in the cork floats," 
Id, a Turkish bath attendant who 
imbers many New York women 
nong her swimming pupils. "They 
ve some aid In acquiring the proper 
ovemeuts, but they fail to give the 
arrier confidence in herself at the very 
;ginnlng. Once she has learned with 
bel,t she must begin and learn all 
rer again without it. 
"The best way is to learn in a tank 
?fore going Into deep water at all. The 
?ry first lesson iu swimming is to 
ake the pupil confident. If she strikes 
jt in a tank, she knows that if^she 
aes under she has only to pick her*elf 
p again. 
"Sometimes I have stretched a rope 
alf way across the tank and have 
lown the learner that it is possible to 
>ach it from the steps by pushing the 
>ot back against the steps as one 
arts. O«£e this has been done suc- 
jssfully and the swimmer has caught 
je rope at the end of the drive she has 
•arned an Important lesson—that is, 
lat the water will bear her up if the 
ody is properly poised. 
"Women learn to swim easily enough, 
ut they are slow in acquiring style, 
'hey will not go slowly enough, and 
icy never, or at least very rarely, un- 
erstand the impetus that sends the 
ody along through the water. They 
epend too much on the hands and legs. 
Jut style in swimming means much 
esides being graceful, for It indicates 
ourage, coolness, self confidence and a 
borough enjoyment of the exercise. 
"Women soon learn to use their arms 
racefully, but their leg movements 
re wild and terrible. To cure this I 
ave often had swimmers hold on to 
he side rail of the tank and practice 
he leg stroke only. Sometimes I take 
be pupil's feet In my bands and move 
be limbs automatically in the proper 
ime, counting for each movement. Aft- 
T guiding the pupil in this way she 
vill count as she swims alone and 
mally masters the motion. 
"The grace of a swimmer largely de- 
tends on tho power and sweep of her 
troke. The hands, pointed directly 
ibead, should be held together while 
he swimmer counts one slowly after 
>r!nging the finger tips in touch. Ilest- 
ng on the stroke for this one moment 
illows the body to drive ahead from 
he impetus given by the kick. Most 
vurnen part the hands immediately on 
ouching them and thus waste force 
ind retard their progress."—New York 
Sun.

try, is an Interesting question.—Har- 
per's Bazar.

tion to the supposed good tendencies of 
the few. Can wo prove that the bulk 
of those few controlling the destinies 
of each generation have been under the 
Influence of'good tendencies, inclined to 
have them, willing or anxious to realize 
them? We cannot. The general result* 
of civilization prove just the reverse. 


Only a few days ago tbe writer re 


coivod a letter from an old friend who 
has been located in Washington for 
over ;>() years under government em- 
ployment at a fairly good salary, often 
traveling through tho country ns an 
ags nt of tho government, constantly in 
direct contact with government oflieers 
of high standing and people til Impor 
(ant social positions. lie has never 
been anything of a reformer. Ho Is 
simply a conservative who dot's not re 
fuse to see facts and Is \\illing to roa 
son correctly. In that letter and in an- 
swer to some questions 1 asked him re- 
lating to present social conditions ho 
.said, "Most of our legislators are pos- 
sessed with solflsh purposes, and many 
of them don't even see the difference 
between good and bad laws." Few hon- 
est, intelligent men will fall to agree U> 
that in any confidential talk with other 
friends, although they will not be will- 
ing to proclaim such views in public. 


Take now the following other Item: 


There is not a single reform writer to- 
day who is not disliked by the elite 
cbis-.es of the nation, by those who 
control tho progress of today. Those 
writers are accused of unsettling the 
minds of the \\orking masses, making 
them unhappy, restless, discontented, 
giving them ideas that they cannot 
rightly understand ever. If what re- 
formers proclaim Is right and correct. 
That alone proves that we have mised- 
ucatod the people, since they cannot 
discriminate between right and wrong. 
It also proves that our progress does 
not give to the people at large but a 
small fragment of \Vhat the same prog- 
rosy gives to the chosen people in the 
upper social layers, those who are sat- 
isfied with present conditions and who. 
being comfortable, are contented. Kvl- 
dently, then, we have not made the 
many comfortable. They would be con- 
tented like the few If they i\oro com- 
fortable like the few, and, like the few, 
tbe many would not be upset by any 
reform ideas if the many were well 
fixed up In life like the few. We don't 
really see bow even first class sophists 
can escape that simple logic, tho plain, 
common sense' concepts we have en- 
deavored to expound. 


The fact is that civilization has al- 


ways tried to civilize "the man" with- 
out civilizing "the citizen or social 
unit." And so have wo tried to Chris- 
tianize "the man" without Christianiz- 
ing the citizen, the social unit, the fel- 
low who ha.s to concoct laws, the peo- 
ple who have to accept and live under 
thqse laws for good or for evil. Neither 
to the unit nor to the mass, neither to 
the top fellows nor to tbonc at or near 
tho bottom, hnve wo given nny cgrrcct 
conccptlongof humandutyas applicable 
to the relations which shall affect ovory 
one of us, shall force us to either crush 
somebody or let somebody crush us, an 
long as we see fit to koop on as hereto- 
fore. 
Of course everything slnill be

Have we ever tried to civilize 


or Christianize; the Ia\v, the consensus 
back of tu<> law In coimrmnltbjs or na- 
tions? We have not and don't propose 
to do It yet for awhile.

Give the Death Slgcal Gave Instead 
n. Cigarette to the Man \Vho Had 
Been Condemucd to' Die. 
"As was brought home to the Ameri- 


can mind during the Spanish war the 
Latin races place slight value upon hu- 
man life, au(J the indifference shown at 
executions is a marked characteristic 
of their natures," said a Boston man. 


"I am reminded of a scene I witness- 


ed while traveling in one of the Cen- 
tral American states several years ago. 
As we all know, revolutions there are 
of frequent occurrence. The success- 
ful general, who usually succeeds to 
the presidency, sometimes settles his 
differences with the leaders of the van- 
quished by exiling them or having 
them stood up against an adobe wall 
before a file of soldiers, shot and buried 
where they fall—usually the latter. 


"While at the capital of one of these 


states shortly after the termination, of 
a revolution I made the acquaintance i 
of the president and several of his offi- 
cers, as I speak Spanish fluently. One 
morning as I was passing the entrance 
to the palace I encountered an officer, 
a colonel, just as he emerged from the 
portico. lie greeted me pleasantly and 
asked me it' 1 would care to accompany 
him to the barracks, about a quarter 
of a mile distant, saying that one of 
tho leaders of the just finished revolu- 
tion had been unexpectedly captured 
in the mountains, brought to the capi- 
tal and was to bo executed at noon by 
order of the president. 


"lie had, lie said, since the revolu- 


tionist was related to him by family 
ties aud because he personally stood 
high lu the favor of the president, vain- 
ly interceded to secure the prisoner's 
release or commutation of sentence to 
banishment. The president, however, 
had ordered tho execution to proceed, 
aud as he (the colonel) was iu com- 
mand of the barracks it became his 
paiut'ul duty to personally carry out 
the order. 


"I assented, as I had never sceu an 


execution, and, though I pitied the vic- 
tim, 
1 knew that anything I could do 


would not save him, excusing my con- 
science on that ground. 


"Arriving in the courtyard of the 


barracks, I observed a file of soldiers 
standing at rest a short distance from 
a high adobe wall, close to which stood 
a man of middle age calmly smoking a 
cigarette. 
Hoyond a quick glance at 


the colonel's immovable features he 
betrayed no sign of recognition or of 
tin- peril of liis position. lie must 
have known of course that the latter's 
mission had been a fruitless one. The 
execution -was set at 1'2 o'clock noon. 
A joung lieutenant Mood idly by lean- 
ing ou the hilt of his drawn saber. It 
was then live minutes of the hour. 


"The i-ohiael informed the lientonnnt 


that lie iind left another friend of the 
condemned man with the president. 
;liul it w:i> agreed if the president 
yielded to bis pleadings he would step 
out ou one < t" the little balconies pecul- 
iar to all Spnuisli buildings and dis- 
charge a pistol. All present heard the 
colonel's remarks, including the man 
against tin- wall, and all eyes sought 
the balcony of tho palace, \shich on a 
slight rise of ground could be plainly 
*een in the clear, tropical sunlight. 


"To me the suspense brought on a 


nervous chill which was decidedly un- 
pleasant. 
The doomed man 
puffed 


quietly at his cigarette, and the little, 
undersized soldiers arrayed themselves 
iu straight line :is the colonel, watch iu 
hand, stood near to give the fatal word. 
The lieutenant raised his sword pre- 
paratorj to making a quick downward 
weep as he would give the word to 
Ore. 


"On the other side of the barracks 


was the old mission or cathedral to be 
found in every Spanish town, with 
Its bells in the tower which tolled the 
hours. At about one minute before 
12 the colonel said: 


" 'It's not 12 o'clock until the last 


•stroke is struck, lieutcnnut.' 


"Just as ho finished the first stroke 


of the deep, mellow old bell rang out 
on tho still, hot atmosphere. Tbe con- 
demned man dropped his cigarette to 
the ground, turned a ghastly pallor, but 
straightened his figure upright and full 
to the soldiers who were then lined up, 
with rides cocked, pointed at his heart. 
The colonel shifted his eyes from hi 
watch to tho balcony. 


"It seemed an hour to mo a» the 


strokes slowly 
sounded two, three 


four, live, six, and then as the seventh 
stroke vas reverberating we saw the 
dgure of a man leap through the win 
dow on tho balcony, and a tiny puff o£ 
white smoke ascended from his up 
lifted arm. 


"The colonel cried out sharply: 'At 


tent ion! 
Right about face; march! 


The lieutenant slipped his sword in it 
scabbard with a snap, drew the in 
ovltablo package of cigarettes from his 
blouse, and as the pardoned man ran 
toward us and clasped his rclativegrate 
fully in his arms he wns politely offer 
?d a cigarette from the hand which 
the moment previous had boon raised 
to giM1 the signal of his death. 


"I afterward learned that tho friend 


whom the colonel had left at the pal- 
ace \\JIH one of the "most prominent 
merchants In the country, who had 
furnished a considerable portion of the 
funds with which the revolution had 
been 
< ouduHed, and that at tho last 


moment the president had consented 
to hi-, demand for the release of the 
prisoner."- Wnshington Star.

Work In Them. 


White arsenic is the form in which ar- 


senic Is taken by the peasants of Styria 
and the Tyrol. Professor Schallgrueber 
of Gaetz was the first to call attention to 
this practice in a report which he made 
in 1822 to the Austrian government on 
the cause of the numerous deaths from 
arsenic poisoning in those districts. Ho 
found that arsenic was kept in most of 
the houses in upper Styria under the 
name ol "hydrach," evidently a corrup- 
tion of "huttenraucb," or furnace smoke. 
His statements made were subsequently 
confirmed from personal observation by 
a Dr. McClagan of Edinburgh, but for 
many years afterward the arsenic eaters 
were generally disbelieved in, and Jt was 
not till 1860 that C. Heise published con- 


incing evidence. 
Arsenic is principally eaten by hunters 
nd woodcutters with the object of ward- 
ng off fatigue and improving thuir stay- 
ng powers. Owing to the fact that the 
ale of arsenic iff illegal in Austria wilh- 
ut a doctor's certificate it is difficult to 
btain definite information of a habit 
which is kept as secret as possible. Ac- 
ording to Dr. Lorenzo, in that district 
he arsenic is taken fasting, usually in a 
up of coffee, the first dose being minute, 
ut increased day by day until it some- 
imes amounts to the enormous dose of 
2 or 15 grains. He found that the ar- 
enic eaters were usually long lived, 
lough liable to sudden death. They have 


very fresh, youthful appearance and 


re seldom attacked by infectious dis- 
ases. 
After the first dose the usual symptoms 
f slight arsenic poisoning are evident, 
ut these soon disappear on continuing 
tie treatment. 
In the arsenic factories of Salzberg it is 
tated that workmen who are not arsenic 
aters soon succumb to the fumes. The 
lanaper of one of these works informed 
Ir. Heise that he had been medically ad- 
isod to cat arsenic before taking up his 
iosition. 
He considered that no one 


liould begin the practice before 12 years 
Id nor after 30 and that in any case aft- 
r 50 years of age the daily dose should 
ie gradually reduced, since otherwise 
udden death would ensue. If a con- 
rined arsenic eater suddenly attempts 
o do altogether without the drug, he im- 
mediately succumbs to the effects of ar- 
enic poisoning. The only way to obviate 
his is gradually to acclimatize the sys- 
em by reducing the dose from day to 
ay. As another evidence of the cumu- 
itive properties of arsenic it is interest- 
njr to note that when the graveyards in 
ippor Styria nre opened the bodies oC the 
irsenic eaters rtm be distinguished by 
heir almost perfect state of preservation, 
ue to the gradually accumulated arsenic.

1 have viiyt- 
ed a good mauy ciiies during my stay in 
this country, and in not a few of them, 
particularly in the south, it was'whh sur- 
prising ditliculty that 1 could get a glass 
of beer.

'soft drinks' or 'cocktails' to satisfy the 
crankiest epicure, and 1 must sny that as 
an inventor and manipulator of this line 
of thirst quenchers the Yankee has no 
equal. lie has beaten us in this just us 
he has outdone us in the manufacture of 
steel rails aud tomato cans. 


"In proof of what I sny I went into a 


hotel to get a bite to f-at while in a small 
city iu Louisiana a few weeks ago. I sat 
down at a small table and requested the 


patient is physically ill and should be' 
treated accordingly. It is not nerve ton- ( 
ics or stimulants thnt he needs, but a 
course of medical treatment—dietic, hy- 
gienic and perhaps medicinal. 


In the majority of cases it will be found 


that the digestion is nt fault. There may 
be no evident symptoms of dyspepsia- 
no nau«oa, distress after eating or eructa- 
tions—yet the food may be scarcely di- 
frestod nt all. Tin*stomach does its work 
perhaps in the preliminary digestion of 
tbe food, but the intestines, where the as- 
similation of nutriment is or should be 
effected, are at fault. 


The food is not elaborated into such 


shape that it can be taken up by the hic- 
teal vessels and carried to the nerve and 
other structures that need constant re- 
newing, and so the tissues huffer from 
partial starvation. 


Furthermore, the imperfect intestinal 


digestion results in the manufacture of 
various poisons, which are absorbed nnd 
cause a morbid condition of the nervous 
system. 


Treatment should be directed to tbe in- 


test iunl trouble and not to the "nervous- 
ness," whk'h will speedily disappear when 
once the causal condition has been cured.

Never crowd the 
fruit trees. 
Give 


plenty of room for air and sunshine. 


If the cherry tree is set in ordinarily 


rich ground, it will not need fertilizing. 


The willow, elm, poplar or locust should 


never be planted too close to wells or 
drains. 


Rubbish of any sort should not be left 


in the orchard. It harbors vermin and 
insects. 


A tree with an open head is not as like- 


ly to be attacked with mildew as one that 
is crowded. 


Pruning when the tree is growing or in 


leaf checks growth. A feeble tree should 
never be pruned after growth begins. 


In tnking up a tree for transplanting 


the greatest care must be exercised to se- 
cure as much of the root sybteiu as rnssi- 
ble. 


Anything in the nature of lye will de- 


stroy the apple tree borer or the young 
borer before it penetrates iho bark very 
far, but once well in the bark a wire must 
be used. 


Deep boles in planting n tree are a di«- 


advanta^t1, especially in a clay subsoil. It 
is not wise to have a tree stand in a well 
from which the water will not settle 
nwny. The soil for trees needs to be well 
drained. 


All wounds on trees are the better for 


being painted, tarred or covered with 
some substance to keep out water. Then 
the bark covers over the wound little fty 
little, and no rotting of the inner wood 
takes place.
